thou elſe wouldeſt giue, and pulling vpon 
vs the plagues, which thou art not eaſily 
dzawne to pow2e bpon thy childzen; We 
doe firſt of all in moſt humble maner cons 
feſſe, that as we were conceiued in ſinne 
and bꝛought foꝛth in iniquity:ſo we haue 


' beſides, peelded moſt curſed fruits of that 


our cozrupt nature in rebellion againſt 
the, and bzeaking thy commandements, 
in our thonghts,wozds,and deedes.in do⸗ 
ing euil, and leauing god things vndone, 
and doing god things very weakely and 


| imperfectlie . And that not onely in the 


daies of our youth, and in the time of our 
ignoꝛauncè, but alſo ſince wee came to 
moze yeexes,and haue beene infkructed in 
the knowledge of thy bleſſed will. O wee 
haue ſinned, we haue ſinned hainouſly, 
inneglecting thy ſeruice, and our duety to 


ourbzethzen in our callinges . Wee haue 


ſinnedopenlie and ſecretelie, alone and 
in companie, yea, oftentimes wilkullie 
and againſt our conſciences, when weer 
knew thy commandement was, that wee

ſhould haue done otherwiſe, 
Pea , wee doe not onelp thus confeſſe 
our owne ſinnes, but alſo after the exam⸗ 


ple of thy woꝛthy ſeruants, Daniel q Ne- 


hemiah, we confeſſe the ſins of our whole 
land, acknowledging, that we, our fozefa⸗ 
thers, our pꝛinces, our gouernours, our 
whole Eccleſtaſt icall ſtate, 4 all the peo⸗ 
ple of the Realme, haue fearefally ſinned 
againſt thee . If wee were guilty ofnoo- 
ther ſins befoꝛe thy maieſtie, the idolatry 
t bloudſhed in the fozmer times, pet not 
reuenged , noz repentedof as theyought, 
were ſufficient to bꝛing vtter deſolation 
vpon a lande, wherein ſuch abhominati⸗ 
ons were committed, as thy ſeruant le- 
remie in his time, thꝛeatened the Jewes 
fo; the ſinnes of Manaſſe. But (O Loꝛde) 
what haue been the iniquities committed 
fince our delicerance from that᷑ poke, and 
thy beſtowing vppon vs the light of thy 
Ooſpel:? O, haue we not all from the highs 
eſt to the loweſt damnably ſinned againſt 
thee! pes verilp. Af we would denie it, our 
iniquities would teſtifie againſt vs. Foz, 
which of thy commandementes haue we 


not bzoken? If we loke to thoſe __ 5

the firſt fable, which teach vs our duetie 
towards the, o2 thoſe ſix ofthe ſecond ta⸗ 
ble, which teach vs howe to walke in our 
callinges towardes men: O wee ſhall be 
found meruailouſly faulty befoze thy mas 
ieſtie. And that, not only ſome of the peo⸗ 
ple, but euen euery ſoꝛt, ſtate, and condi⸗ 
tion: not in ſome part of the lande alone, 
but euery where, in euerp quarter and 
toner, yea , in euerp honſe and familie. 
Foz (D Loꝛde) we& haue loued the vaine 
things of the wozlde, moꝛe than ther and 
thy woꝛd: we haue bene moꝛe loth to dil⸗ 
pleaſe men than thy maieſtie: wee haue 
made fleſh our arme, putting our truſt in 
man, and withdzawen our heartes from 


thee , Yowe ſeldome and colde haue our 77e. 17.5. 


pꝛaiers bin: And how ſparing our thanks 
to ther fo the innumerable benefifes be 
ſfowed vpon bs and our nation? What i⸗ 
dolatry hath bin committed heere by Pa⸗ 
piſts in coꝛners, and by ſtrangers of other 
tountries: There hath wanted care to a⸗ 
mend thinges thꝛoughly, accoꝛding to the 
rule ofthy woꝛd. Thy name hath infinit- 
lybin blaſphemed : foꝛ where almoſt can 
we come, in the houſe oꝛ in the ſtreete;but

wee ſhall heare this moſt ſhamefully, by 
the greater, and by the meaner, by the el 
der and by the yonger ſoꝛt, which take thy 
gloꝛious name in vaine, ſpeaking of the 
ralhly and vnreuerently, yea, ſwearing 
without cauſe, foꝛſ wearing, curſing, and 
ſuch like. O thy Sabothes, there is ſcarce 
one among manie, which maketh conſcis 
ence acco2ding to thy law, to dedicate the 
wholie vnto thy ſeruite publikelie ep2i- 
natelie , but as if they were ante other 
daies , ſo they bee beſtowed : yea, manig 
thinke it lawfull to follow a riotous and 
p2ophane courſe then, which vppon other 
daies they woulde thinke vnfit foz them, | 
And how fearefull examples hereof,haue 
we had from the great places and perſo- 
nages of the lande; The ſuperiours in the 

tommon wealth, in the Church, and in 
the houſe , haue not done their duetie to 
their inferiours . The inkeriours like- 
wiſe haue beene meruailous vndutifull to 
their Pꝛince, and the reſt which thou in 
thy wiſedome diddeft ſet ouer them. The 
lande hath abounded with murthers, 
ſlaughters, quarrels, fightinges and con- 
tentions, with inceſts, adulter ies, whoꝛ⸗ 
domes,

domes,dzonkennes,exceſſine pꝛide in aps 
parrell:filthie ſtage plaies haue bene ſuf- 
fered euen in our chieleſt citie, and vppon 
the Saboths.Thefts ve common, oppꝛeſ⸗ 
ſions, deceits, vſuries, lying, falſe witnes 
bearing, and ſuch like. O we are not able 
to recken vp the innumerable ſins, of the 
which we and the whole land map iuſtlie 
be indited and araigned befoze thy maies 
ſtie. They which haue bene in place to 
puniſh ſin, and to maintaine well dwing, 
haue dealt fo to fauozably with ſinners, 
on the other ſide not cheriſhing the godly 
as was their dutie. The miniſters which 
ſhould boldly haue repꝛoued theſe coꝛrup⸗ 
tions in all ſoꝛts and ſtates, haue foz the 
moſt part beene vnable to doe this, # ma- 
ny of them coꝛrupt in their conuerlation, 
they haue winked at diſoꝛders, daubing 
with vntempered mozfer , that will not 
hold, as if nothing had been amiſſe, and no 
danger toward, when as iniquitie migh- 
fly pꝛeuailed amongſt vs, and thou in thy 
high diſpleaſure didſt thꝛeaten war. Zult 
is the complaint of thy ſeruant Jeremy in 
his time againſt ſuch Piniſters. They 
haue loked out vaine and foliſh thinges

foz vs, they haue not diſcouered our ini, 
quities, to turne away our captinity, but 
haue lokt out foꝛ vs falſe pꝛopheſtes and 
cauſes oł baniſhment. True it is, we hang 
had ſome deſirous to doe their dutie, who 
alſo acco2dingly haue laboured, but enen 
diuerſe of them haue beene euill intrea⸗ 
ted, by wicked and vngodly men, which 
could not abide fo heare their faultes re- 
p:oned.Whereas in the mean time, then 
haue liked well of ſuch, which ſieking 
themſelues onelp and their owne eaſe, 
haue bene vnable to inſtruct them in thy 
waies, by occaſion whereof, many ofthe 
people of the lande haue bene kept in ig⸗ 
noꝛance ot thy maieſtie, and ſuffredto goe 
on in their other ſins. 

And although thou (O Loꝛd our God) 
in tender care of vs, haſt warned vs ol 
thele great ſinnes, by our Pꝛeachers in 
their Sermons, and ſome of their bokes, 
which haue beene grauelie and dutifullie 
wꝛitten: yea, although thou halt ſought 
to mone our hard harts by thy benefites, 
ſo as we haue iniopd thy goſpel, outward 
peace and plentie, when as the 3

abont vs haue bene mernailouſly diſtreſ⸗ 
ſed,enen as vntil this time their wounds 
bee bleeding ne we, and remaine vncured. 
And further, we haue had many wonder⸗ 
full deliueraunces of our P2tince , to our 
great comfo2t : and moꝛeouer thou haſt 
thꝛeatned vs by inſurrection in our owne 
lande, by vnſeaſonable times of to much 
dzought, oꝛ to much raine, by deſtroying 
' fomefruites of the earth, by ſcarſitie, by 
the peſtilence,by ſignes in heauen,andby 
a fearefull earthquake, not many yeeres 
paſt : yet haue not we of this nation pꝛo⸗ 
fitedby anie of theſe, to bewaile our ſins, 
tto turne vnfo thee, as it did become bs.
